rpH E R K ha.N been t co m fo rtable surplus built up 
by the Linco ln w ater departm ent, thanks to 
able, far-sighted and 
mcwt 
efficient 
m anage­ 
m ent. 
The m unicipal light plant h at been o per­ 
ated m agnificently. 


Tho se are results which belo ng to all o f the 
peo ple o f Linco ln and which shcnild bs guarded 
jealo usly. 
The po int is that in view o f the efficient hand­ 
ling o f these affairs by public servants, there is 
likely to be harm develo ped fro m the tem ptatio n 
o f interested Linco ln leaders to stick their fingers 
Into affairs o f the respo nsible departm ents. 
No t 
that any individual hasn’t a right to have his say, 
but any individual discussing the affairs o f the 
w ater departm ent and the affairs o f the light de­ 
partm ent first o f all sho uld have a realisatio n that 
the pro blem o f engineering and 
the 
pro blem o f 
finance, particularly 
the debt 
still 
o utstanding 
against the w ater departm ent fo r the extensio n o f 
the system to the Platte Valley at Ashland, calls 
fo r so me first-hand Info rm atio n. 
The statem ent m ade public by T. S. Allen sug­ 
gesting a reductio n o f 20 per cent in service rates 
wo uld be given careful co nsideratio n by tho se who 
kno w the affairs o f bo th the w ater and the light 
departm ents. 
But in the Instance o f Mr. Allen’s insistent de­ 
m and fo r a flash in rates, final decisio n sho uld be 
based upo n study by co m petent engineering au­ 
tho rity. 
Mr. Allen may be In a po sitio n to qualify as an 
expert o n w ater and llght rates but engineering 
o pinio n usually is preferable. 
The peo ple o f Lin­ 
co ln w ant the cheapest w ater and light service that 
is co m m ensurate w ith so und business practice but 
they do no t desire to gam ble w ith the future o f 
either in o rder to achieve tem po rary reductio ns in 
rates. 
We’ll 
leave it to the 
engineer 
and the 
m em bers o f the co uncil, who , w# ho pe, w ill act 
upo n the reco m m endatio n o f tho se in respo nsible 
po sts In city go vernm ent and no t upo n the pressure 
bro ught upo n them by o utside gro ups. 
There has been no thing but the mo st excellent 
handling o f bo th Linco ln’s w ater and light depart­ 
m ents. 
It has been so o utstanding as to m erit full 
co nfidence.

It was virtual abando nm ent o f 
the 
do ctrine o f 
freedo m

seas.

e m ba r g o 
law, 
t h e 
U n i t e d 
States pro hibited the sale o f 
w ar 
supplies and 
m unitio ns unless transpo rted to their destinatio n 
by ships o f the purchasing co untry, m anned by 
seamen o f that co untry, and flying the flag o f that 
co untry. 
An 
additio nal co ncessio n required the 
purchaser to pay cash, and to take title to the 
co mmo dities befo re the ship cleared po rt. 
The 
president was autho rized to pro claim danger zo nes 
into which no Am erican ship and 
no 
Am erican 
seamen co uld venture. 
In the interest o f peace 
the Am erican go vernm ent virtually rem o ved the 
Stars and 
Stripes fro m 
Euro pean 
w aters, and 
o rdered American ships o ut o f Euro pean seas. 
All o f this is o f the greatest Im po rtance in co n­ 
nectio n w ith the latest develo pm ents. 
The Zam ­ 
zam was in So uth A tlantic w aters, presum ably o ff 
the w est co ast o f Africa, far fro m the scene o f 
actual co nflict. 
Slo wly the spread o f w ar, ho w ­ 
ever, was driving Am ericans and Am erican co m­ 
m erce fro m the o cean. 
No t far distant it seems, 
the o ceans are to be fo rbidden to citizens o f the 
U nited States, and to Am erican co mmerce. 
It has been the deliberate po licy o f Nazi leader­ 
ship that all is fair in war. 
Regardless o f w ritten 
treaties, o r o f o ral agreem ents, w henever the cir­ 
cum stances dem anded. H itler did no t shrink fro m 
taking any step essential to G erm an success. 
The 
A m erican peo ple can anticipate th at the so urces 
o f co nflict between the Nazi go vernm ent and the 
Am erican go vernm ent will gro w m o re frequent 
and increa.« ?ingly serio us. 
Tho se who have co n­ 
tinued to cling to co nvictio ns Uncle Sam co uld go 
■bo ut his way free fro m interference, and at peace, 
will find it m o re and mo re apparent we have a 
sim ple cho ice. It is to w ithdraw w ithin o ur bo rders 
give up relatio ns w ith any co untry in Asia, Euro pe 
o r Africa, and rem ain strictly w ithin 
o ur 
o wn 
bo rders no t o nly In the m ilitary sense but in trade 
and co mmerce. 
All the effo rts put fo rth to avo id 
entanglem ent in w ar w ill no t pro ve availing as the 
w ar theater expands, and arm ed co nflict spread* 
itself o ver the greater part o f three co ntinents.

Tho se o f my reader* who have 
fo l.o wed 
my 
co lumn 
fo r 
any 
length o f tim e arc aw are o f rny 
interest m m ultiple hum an births. 
1 feel that in the case o f tw ins we 
have a 
unique 
o ppo rtunity 
to 
study o rganism s bio lo gically be­ 
cause In the case o f sim ilar (o ne- 
egg) tw ins, we have individuals 
starting o ut w ith exactly the same 
heredity rn d the sam e bio lo gical 
o r life im petus. My reco rds sho w, 
indeed, that m spite *o f varying 
enviro nm ents, 
tw ins, 
o ver 
and 
o ver again, live the sam e length o f 
time, even to w ithin ho urs and 
m inutes o f each o ther, and o ften 
die o f the same diseases, 
I am very 
much 
interested, 
therefo re, in the recent bo o k by 
Dr. H. H. Newman, Pro fesso r o f 
o o lo gy at the U niversity o f Chi­ 
cago , o n M ultiple Hum an Births. 
(Do ubleday, Do ran & Co mpany, 
Inc., 1940). Dr. Newm an has fre­ 
quently studied tw ins but this, so 
far as 1 kno w, is the first tim e 
that he has branched o ut into 
triplets, quadruplets and a study 
o f the famo us quints. 
Frequency o f Multiple Births. 
The 
frequency 
o f 
m ultiple 
births fo llo ws a startling m athe­ 
m atical 
ratio . 
Triplets 
arc 
as 
much scarcer than tw ins as tw ins 
are scarcer than singleto ns. 
In 
o ther wo rds, a tw in birth o ccurs 
fo r each o f 86 single births, and 
o ne triplet birth o ccurs fo r each 
o f 86 tw in births, and o ne quad­ 
ruplet birth o ccurs fo r each 86 
triplet births. 
Stated o therwise, 
the ratio o f twins to single births 
Is 1 to 86, that o f triplets to single 
births is 1 to 863, that o f quadrup­ 
lets to single births is 1 to 863. 
This aato nishlng ratio has been 
w o rked 
o ut 
accurately 
and 
is 
kno wn as Hellln’s law. 
Two o ut o f 88, o r 1 o ut o f 44 
babies bo m are twin.s, acco rding 
to 
these 
figures. 
“Do es 
this 
m ean,’’ asks Pro fesso r Newman, 
“that if yo u were to attend a 
fo o tball game viewed by 44,000 
spectato rs,

M 


a n y questio ns have co me to this desk since 
the anno uncem ent o f the P etain-H itler ac­ 
co rd. 
The bulk o f them relate to the po ssible use 
which H itler m ay m ake o f the French fhset, if the 
new co llabo ratio n gives the Nazi regim e full co n­ 
tro l o f the shipe rem aining still in French hands. 
O riginally the French had eight first-class battle­ 
ships. 
Two still fly the French* flag, are in co n­ 
ditio n to put o ut to sea, and to enter active serv­ 
ice. 
They are supplem ented by o ne m o dern air­ 
craft carrier, by fo urteen cruisers, by fifty-three 
destro yers, and by sixty lubm arines—an aggre­ 
gate o f 130 
w arships, 
m o st o f them o f m o dem 
co nstructio n, and representing a fo rm idable ad­ 
ditio n to the G erm an and the Italian navies. 
They 
wo uld pro vide H itler w ith adequate co nvo y pro ­ 
tectio n fo r any num ber o f Nazi tro o ps he m ay see 
fit to transpo rt to Asia and to Africa, o r they co uld 
be turned against the British navy in the M edi­ 
terranean. W ith the assistance o f Axis air strength 
in th a t sectio n, the British fleet o ccupies a dan­ 
gero us po sitio n. 


Genuine Lo ss 
T 
h e co m mercial fruit industry in so utheastern 
Nebraska had reached a po int in develo p­ 
m ent th at added m easurably to the farm inco me 
o f the state. 
It still is to o early fo r the full dam age inflicted 
upo n the co m mercial o rchards by the co ld blast o n 
last arm istice day to reveal itself, but lite r esti­ 
m ates indicate the lo ss o f as m any as 80 per cent 
o f the trees in so me instances. 
T hat is a greater 
m isfo rtune than appears. 
It requires eight years 
to bring an o rchard into bearing. 
So me o f these 
so utheastern Nebraska o rchards hardest hit were 
at their prim e, and co uld 
have 
been 
depended 
upo n to pro duce peak cro ps under favo rable cir­ 
cum stances fo r several years. 
But the industry itself is so firm ly ro o ted that 
steps are being taken to replace the trees which 
have been killed. I t’s a set-back, but no t a death 
blo w. 


QUESTION: “W hat w ill cause 
the heart to misg a beat, espe­ 
cially w hen sleeping o n the left 
side o r bending o ver?”
